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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-14 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Claims 12-14 include the limitation of a display that provides first and second 
color backlighting displays to indicate a UPS powered from either a primary or 
secondary backup power supply. Prior art teaches changing the color of an LED 
display depending on the connected power source of a backup power supply system 
(See Zhang et al. US 2004/0207404) and a UPS system incorporating a backlight 
display (See Park, US 5,995,400) and it is known in the art to provide color backlight 
displays to provide status information (See Hatayama, JP 2002328048A) however there 
is a lack of motivation to combine the UPS system of Park with a color coded display 
indicative of the connected power supply as taught by Zhang et al. with the color 
backlight display as taught by Hatayama.
